HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
pursuant  to  section  35  of  the  “  Hospital  Insurance 
Act,”  being  chapter  151  of  the  “Revised  Statutes 
of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  the  “  Hospital  Insur¬ 
ance  Act  ”  Regulations,  made  by  Order  in  Council 
No.  900,  approved  May  5th,  1950,  as  amended,  be 
further  amended  in  terms  of  the  following  draft 
regulations: — 

1.  Regulation  1-1  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
definition  of  “  dependent,”  and  substituting  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  effective  June  30th,  1951: — 

Dependent  ’  means  a  person  who  is  proven  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  to  be : — 
“(a)  The  spouse  of  the  head  of  a  family; 
or 

“(ft)  A  son  or  daughter  under  16  years 
of  age;  or 

“(c)  An  unmarried  son  or  daughter  over 
15  years  of  age  and  under  19  years  of  age 
who  is  mainly  supported  by  the  head  of  a 
family;  or 

“(d)  An  unmarried  son  or  daughter  over 
18  years  of  age  and  under  21  years  of  age 
who  is  mainly  supported  by  the  head  of  a 
family  and  a  student  at  a  secondary  school, 
university,  or  other  educational  institution 
recognized  by  the  Commissioner;  or 

“(c)  An  unmarried  son  or  daughter  over 
18  years  of  age  who  is  financially  dependent 
upon  the  head  of  a  family  by  reason  of 
physical  or  mental  infirmity;  or 

“(/)  A  parent,  parent-in-law,  grand¬ 
parent,  or  grandparent-in-law  who  is  financi¬ 
ally  dependent  on  the  head  of  a  family  and 
unable  to  pay  a  premium  on  his  own  behalf 
due  to  lack  of  sufficient  funds.” 
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2.  Regulation  2-1  is  rescinded,  and  the  following 
are  inserted  as  Regulations  2-1  and  2-2,  effective 
July  1st,  1951:  — 

“  2-1.  The  premium  to  be  paid  by  a  single  person 
pursuant  to  clause  (a)  of  subsection  ( 1 )  of  section 
6  of  the  Act  shall  be  $30  per  annum. 

“  2-2.  The  premium  to  be  paid  by  the  head  of  a 
family  pursuant  to  clause  (b)  of  subsection  (1)  of 
section  6  of  the  Act  shall  be  $42  per  annum.” 

3.  Regulation  2-3  is  rescinded,  and  the  following 
is  substituted: — 

“  2-3.  Premium  payments  shall  be  made  in  ad¬ 
vance  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  payment 
in  full  of  the  premium  prescribed  herein  shall  be 
made  before  the  commencement  of  the  twelve- 
month  period  to  which  it  is  applicable.” 

4.  Regulation  2-8  is  amended  by  inserting  before 
the  word  “  Every,”  in  the  first  line,  the  words 
“  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Regulations  2-4,  2-5, 
and  2-6.” 

5.  Regulation  2-12  is  rescinded,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  substituted: — 

“  2-12.  A  person  who  is  not  personally  liable  for 
the  payment  of  a  premium  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  he  is  a  dependent  shall,  if  he  ceases  to  be  a 
dependent,  pay  the  premium  instalment  that  is 
applicable  to  the  hospital  insurance  period  which 
next  follows  the  month  in  which  he  ceased  to  be  a 
dependent,  not  later  than  the  commencement  of 
that  period.” 

6.  The  regulations  under  the  “Hospital  Insurance 
Act  ”  are  amended  by  inserting  the  following  as 
Regulation  2-14: — 

“2-14.  Where  a  person  becomes  liable  for  pay¬ 
ment  of  a  premium  as  the  head  of  a  family  pursuant 
to  Regulation  5-1,  the  required  premium  shall  be 
paid  by  him  or  on  his  behalf  not  later  than  one 
month  from  the  date  on  which  he  becomes  the 
head  of  a  family.” 

7.  Regulation  3-1  is  rescinded,  and  the  following 
is  substituted: — 

“3-1.  Pursuant  to  section  2b  of  the  Act,  every 
single  person  shall  make  application  for  registra¬ 
tion  on  his  own  behalf,  and  every  person  who  is  the 
head  of  a  family  shall  make  such  application  on 
behalf  of  himself,  his  spouse,  and  such  of  his 
dependents  as  are  19  years  of  age  or  over.  The 
application  for  registration  shall  be  in  a  form 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  and  shall  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  delivered  to  an  office  of  the  Hospital 
Insurance  Service  by  the  applicant  within  the  time 
prescribed  herein.” 

8.  Regulation  3-6  is  renumbered  as  3-7,  and  the 
following  is  inserted  as  Regulation  3-6: — 

“  3-6.  Every  person  who  ceases  to  be  a  depend¬ 
ent  shall  make  application  for  registration,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Regulation  3-1, 
not  later  than  the  first  day  of  the  month  following 
that  in  which  he  ceased  to  be  a  dependent.” 

9.  Regulations  5-1  and  5-2  are  rescinded,  and 
the  following  are  substituted: — 

“5-1.  A  single  person  or  dependent  who  be¬ 
comes  the  head  of  a  family  or  the  head  of  a  family 
who  becomes  a  single  person  or  a  dependent  shall, 
within  one  month  of  such  change  of  status  taking 
place,  notify  the  Commissioner  on  the  form  pre¬ 
scribed  by  him.  The  Commissioner  shall  cause  the 
registration  records  and  premium  payment  rate  to 
be  adjusted,  effective  the  first  day  of  the  month 
following  that  in  which  such  change  of  status 
occurred. 

“  5-2.  Every  person  to  whom  the  Act  applies 
shall  notify  the  Commissioner  in  writing  of  any 
change  in  his  residential  address  within  one  month 
of  such  change  taking  place.” 

10.  Regulation  7-2  is  amended  by  inserting 
before  the  words  “  No  qualified  person,”  in  the  first 
line,  the  words  “Except  as  provided  in  Regulation 
7-5.” 

11.  Regulation  7-5  is  rescinded,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  substituted,  effective  April  1st,  1951: — 

“  7-5.  Where  a  qualified  person  has  not  been 
admitted  to  a  hospital  as  an  in-patient  but  has  been 
rendered  emergency  services  within  twenty-four 
hours  of  being  accidentally  injured  or  has  received 
any  of  the  services  provided  under  Regulation  7-1 
that  can  normally  be  secured  only  in  a  hospital, 


there  shall  be  paid  to  the  hospital  by  him  or  on  his 
behalf  the  sum  of  $2.  Where  the  cost  of  such 
services  exceeds  $2,  the  hospital  may,  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Commissioner  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  him,  receive  payment  of  the  amount 
in  excess  thereof  from  the  Hospital  Insurance 
Fund.” 

12.  Regulation  9-1  is  amended  by  adding  the 
following:  “When  an  overdue  premium  is  paid 
within  the  last  thirty  days  of  the  hospital  insurance 
period  to  which  it  is  applicable,  the  one-month 
term  during  which  benefits  are  withheld  as  pro¬ 
vided  herein  shall  extend  into  the  subsequent  hos¬ 
pital  insurance  period  regardless  of  the  fact  that  the 
premium  applicable  to  the  subsequent  hospital 
insurance  period  is  paid  on  or  before  the  due  date 
thereof.” 

13.  Regulation  12-1  is  rescinded,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  substituted: — 

“  12-1.  The  hospital  insurance  card  or  other 
means  of  identification  that  may  be  issued  pursuant 
to  the  Act  shall  be  in  one  of  the  forms  prescribed

and  no  motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification 
of  this  Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the
